the bottom of the machine shop canal, 
ag.-ilnst the dam at what is commonly 
called the ';Swamp locks" vrblch is about 
opposite the Kitson Machine shop. 


The body was well preserved and aside 


from a few slight cuts in the nose was un- 
ir.arkcd. 
Undertaker Molloy took the re- 


mains to his warerooms on Market street, 
where they were placed in a casket and 
were viewed by hundreds, many, as usual, 
being attracted by that strange curiosity 
•which is noticed In all similar cases. 


The Uuding of the body shows that the 


employes of tbe Locks and Canals were 
correct in their estimates of tbe strength 
of the two opposite currents in the canal, 
which meet at the bridge from which the 
unfortunate man leaped to his untimely 
death. Apparently tho stronger current 
flows toward the Merrlmack yard and 
many expected that If found at all tho 
body would be found In the yard though 
the Locks and Canals men maintained 
differently. 
Tho water In the caual was 


drawn oif Saturday afternoon and the 
search lasted from five till elevnn o'clock 
that night and was reaumeJ at six yester- 
day morning.

Tho Improvement Under the Commission 


Warrants Itfi Continuance. 


One of the most important questions to 


be wettled at .the polls tomorrow, is that of 
whether we shall have license or no- 
license durinif the year of 9fi-07. 


To the voter who looks at the question 


fairly the considerations that 
present 


themselves are very important. 


In the first place, the state legislature 


after a long agitation, after vainly essay- 
ing for years to find some restraining sys- 
tem of management for the liquor busi- 
ness, has hit upon the commission system. 


But one year has the commission system 


been iu force and even ID that time, It has 
accomplished a vast improvement. 


No longer are liquor licenses peddled 


out. as political bribes. 


N'o longnr aro the dealers protected in 


violating the law seven days a week. 


Xo longer can the liquor dealers with a 


political pull, defy the police and secure 
immunity in wronzdoing. 


No lunger can the dealers sell in pro- 


hibited hours, or on the .SabbnUi. 


Xo longer can they sell to minors or to 


women, without forfeiting their licenses 
and incurring u great risk of being heavily 
Brier! and sent :o jail. 


Xo longer can a liquor store be a brothel 


and a gambling den. 


Xo longer does the liquor dealer daro to 


| send men helplessly drunk from the door 
1 of his saloon. 


Xo longer is the license business made 


an agency of corruption in politics. 


Xo longer can the dealers permit any 


disorder whatsoever In their saloons'if 
tbev wish to continue In the business. 


Xo longer do we see a system of spent 


ea.^iesor kitchen barrooms debauching wo- 
men and children in evury corner of the 
city. 


Now If all these improvements have 


been brought about in one year, how 
much more will be accomplished iu two, 
four or six years? 


It will be admitted that one, year is not 


enough in which to test a new system 
such as that which puts the business in 
control of a commission. 


A commission that has made so many 


reforms in the business In one year can 
be safely entrusted with tha business for 
another year at least if not indefinitely. 


The change since the commission took 


chargo of the business is highly gratify- 
ing. 
As conducted now the business is 


cleared of the numerous and vile abuses 
that existed under the direction of the 
alderman and the police. Some say there 
are just as many arrests now. 
This may- 


be true but then it must be admitted that 
the police aro much more strict now than 
they were then. They are now obliiyd to 
arrest every man they see drunk, whereas 
under the aldermen they found 1: the saf- 
est policy to connive at most cases of 
drunkenness or i:i other words not to see 
half the drunks. 


But bad as wa? the business under the 


aldermen the broils, the fights, the scenes 
oNlubauchery attempted and the heinous 
crimes of all kinds duo to drunkenness 
was not a circumstance compare.! with the 
utter demoralization under no license. 


Who cannot remember the sad srenos 


witnessed when the kitchen barrooms were 
turned inside out? W.:o that witnessed 
those scenes (iml the concomitant degra- 
dation of woman could ever wish for a re- 
turn of the no-license regime? 


3-2very cheap boarding house was con- 


verted to a kitchen barroom and not only 
women but children were scandalized and 
degradnd by thu secret revels away from 
the public gaze, away from the eye of the 
police, 
und'T the 
utmost precautions 


against detection. 
Iu these cases the 


blinds that shielded the dppak easiiss not 
uncommonly covered other 
and 
even 


worse crimes. 


When before or since wore so many 


women seen hopelessly drunk in ilia 
streets or in the patrol wagon on their 
•,vay to station or to jail? 


To bring buck such a state of affairs 


would be to reject order and legitimate 
business for disorder and lawlessness, de- 
cency for corruption, compliance with law 
for secret crime, protection of women and 
children fcir the degration of both. 


The question of securing the license 


fees to help defray the expense of gov- 
ernment is perhaps the ]p;ist important 
argument in favor of license; but it will 
appear to the taxpayers as an item of 
economy, whereas if there was a year of 
no-licdiise it would require a large appro- 
priation to enforce tile law. 


But the moral question involved is the 


most important; it is the one here stated 
in its various phases, it is th.it which 
should Impel every voter to cast a Yes 
ballot on tha license question at the polls 
tomorrow.

ed and covered. Sho can hardly remem- 
ber n real pleasure in her whole life.

Music has 
come to her ears only in snatches from 
tho streets. 
She has never had a lover, 


never listened to tender words of admi- 
ration, never felt the thrill of knowing 
another cared for her. In her early youth 
the had been too busy. 
Later, though 


always driven like a slave with work, 
her starved heart would have, made a 
panso for love's blessed dalliance had 
it been offered her. But who could love 
so plain and worn a woman? Sho had 
lacked everything all her life, and, like 
a poor, withered plant growing in tho 
dark, she could put forth no blossoms 
to attract the passerby. Sho will beau 
old woman at 30, and some sickness en- 
gendered by long years of toil will soon 
'after carry her out of the world that has 
been so dreary to her. Is she, too, to bo 
pitied in that barren misery which is, 
alas, too common? There aro not hun- 
dreds, but thousands, like her, and 
these, too, aro products of civilization. 
Ifi there not something vastly wrong in 
social systems- that can produce two such 
opposite pictures of sadness?

The Terrlljlo Sweatshops. 


The legislative committee which somo 


timo einco investigated tho "sweating 
system" iu New York has .inst com- 
pleted a tour of the eascsido and reports 
that some of tho evils that had flour- 
ished there havo bueu materially les- 
sened since the committee began its 
work. But the most pronounced ovji Of 
all—in connection with child labor—• 
still defiantly exists. 


Tho condition of the adult worker in 


the sweatshop, oven under the marked 
improvement that is now reported, ia 
dreadful. 


A woman was seen by tho committee 


on tho recent tour who toiled in one of 
tho shops 13 hours a day for $1.05 a 
week, and a man who by hard labor 
earned $2 during tho same period. 


If this is the bettered condition of tho 


adult, what of the children, whose mis- 
ery has not been lessened materially by 
the committee's efforts? 


Here is the real field of labor for 


those who go into hysterics over the 
well paid "children of the stage," yet 
leave tho little slaves of the sweatshop 
in tho hands of their cruel task mas- 
ters.—New York Herald.

au address at Philadelphia: 


"In Loudon in the depths of winter

children go to schonl every uioruiug 
without having tnsted food.

who have committed 110 sin, who Lire 
made- in tho imago of God—so tho par- 
sous tell us—and who are compelled to 
go through tho mockery of having their 
iniuds fed when they haven't sufficient 
to feed their liodies."

London, ilr. Hardie said, died paupers. 
What a Bhauie, ho exclaimed, that these 
people, after they had worked !*!! they 
could, should nacet with such a reward 
for their labor—spirit gone, manhood 
gone. Then wonder at the unrest of tha 
workingman. 
Manufacturers ?Iur Have » Word to Say. 


One of tho effects of free trade in 


wool is witnessed in the exportation of 
considerable quantities of tho American 
clip, 
Bays the Philadelphia .Record. 


Under llcKinleyism American manu- 
facturers could not import the best va- 
rieties of foreign wool, while American 
wool was kept out of foreign markets. 
Bnt now thoro is no donbt that foreign 
manufacturers will become acquainted 
with the good qualifies of many vari- 
eties of American wool. 
At tho same 


time, American manufacturers will cou- 
tinue under f reo trade to import the fin- 
est foreign Ceeces. Should tho wool da- 
tics be restored they will stop import- 
ing nil but tho coarsest class, and a 
largo part of their manufacturing will 
s;op with it. 
It is a significant fact 


that thp manufacturers aro not asking 
for a revival of the wool duties. After a 
while they will summon up sufficient 
resolution to protest against a policy 
\vhich threatens so much detriment to 
their interests. 


Arbitration, 


President M. M. Garland of the 


Amalgamated Association of Iron and 
fc-tcel Workers has written an open letter 
in which he discusses, upon new lines, 
arbitration for the settlement of labor 
disputes. 
He follows up the time hon- 


ored policy of his organization by de- 
claring against corupnisory arbitration, 
uur. proposes n compromise plan.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 9.—The situation 


hero on the question of the extra guard- 
ships of the powers remains unchanged, 
and continues to offer a tribute to ths 
powers of delay and evasion of Oriental 
diplomacy as practiced by tho Turkish 
government. Statements are coustandy 
reiterated of the continued accord of the 
powers on the subject and their determi- 
nation to iusisc upon a compliance with 
their demands. 


Less is heard, however, of tho rumors, 


which were of frequent occurrence in the 
early period after the demand had beca 
presented, that the sultan had at last de- 
cided to grant the necessary firmans to 
permit tbe passage of the Dardanelles, or 
eveitjthat he had actually issued them. 


Since the return of H. M. S. Dryad to 


Salonlca bay no word has been heard of 
any actual order or movement to advance 
upon the Dardanelles. 
Opinion continues 


divided as to whether the delay in taking 
any action to enforce the demands is due 
to a fear of causing a fanatical outbreak 
against the Christians by the Mussulman 
subjects of the sultan or to a dread of a 
clash ensuing between the powers them- 
selves. 


Srpticit instructions were again re- 


ceived yesterday by all the ambassadors to 
Insist upon the admission of the guard- 
ships; but, as has been stated, without 
effecting any change in the situation. 


Said Pasha's Case. 


The flight of Said Pasha and his ref age 


in the British embassy are tha sub- 
jects for most sensational Interest, and the 
frantic efforts made by the sultan to in- 
duce him to leave there and to return to the 
Tildiz palace indicate his fear either that 
he has lost the most powerful inter- 
mediary that he could hope for between 
himself and the powers in evading the de- 
mands they make upon him, or tho most 
dangerous adversary he could fear having 
in counsel with the powers. 


So persistent has baen the pressure upon. 


Said Pasha to -leave the British embassy, 
and upon the embassy to relinquish him, 
that all palace officials are now eiclud&d 
from there oscept 
one of 
the palace 


'sheiks, whom the sultan has sent, and 
,\vho vainly tried to luduce Said to relent 
and return to the sultan. The sultan has 
protested to tho powers against the exclu- 
sion of his messengers, but the other am- 
bassadors support Sir Philip Currie in his 
position. 
Tho report that they advised 


Said to again accept the position of grand 
vizier has proved to be unfounded. 


That the sultan lives ia a state of con- 


stant apprehension of his life was Indi- 
cated by his demeanor during the course 
of the ceremony of the Sclamifc on Friday, 
•which involved tho departure of the sultan 
from the walls of the palace and bis ap- 
pearauce in public for a sort of a review 
of the troops, attended by niuny high 
officials, followed by 
prayers 
at 
the 


mosque. 


On Friday, as tho sultan was quitting 


tho mosque, a man attired as a Turk and 
bearing a petition, forced himself through 
the soldiers to tho sultan's carriage. The 
sultan was eoeu to become much agitated 
and deathly pale, aud the 
man 
was 


promptly arrested and 
hustled off to 


prison without having accomplished any 
harm to the sultan's person. 


The Slvai Dlasiaoret. ' 


Authentic details have now been re- 


ceived of tha Sivas massacres. They show 
that the slaughter began on Nov. 12 and 
continued for a week following. Ife is 
known that 1200 Armenians and 10 Turks 
•were killed before there was a cessation of 
the bloody work. The manner of the out- 
break is described as follows: 


Suddenly, at noon, as if by a precon- 


certed signal, the Turkish soldiers and po- 
lice, the Circassians and even the laborers 
and Moslem women and children rushed 
into the market under tho command of 
oflicere. 
All were armed, the laborers 


•with tools or clubs or anything that could 
bo used as an offensive weapon that came 
to hand. 


They attacked and looted the Armenian 


shops, and pursued with relentless ferocity 
tho unfortunate occupants, who seemed 
helpless with surprise at the suddenness 
of tho onslaught. Many merchants and 
clerks were 
killed 
and 
their bodies 


stripped. As tho importing business was 
almost exclusively in the hands of the 
Armenians, financial disaster must over- 
take Sivas when the fury of tho storm of 
blood and (treed has subsided. 


The stricken Armenians slowly gathered 


the mangled and naked remains of their 
kinsmen nnd buried them in a great 
trench in the cemetery. 


Tho Armenian villages in tho vicinity 


were also looted, and the people left to beg 
and die. The winter will bring terrible 
suffering to all the living victims of tho 
outrages. 


A high official, In position to know, de- 


clares that the massacres wero the deliber- 
ate act of the sultan's vengeance for hav- 
ing boon compelled to grant the reforms 
in. Armenia demanded by the powers. A 
few of tho Turkish shops were attacked to 
afford a pretext on which to accuse the 
Armenians of having started the disorder. 


It is assorted that tht kaimakln of 


Gurun, where there are COOO Armenians, 
telegraphed to the vali of Sivas: "You 
may rest assured that there is not an Ar- 
menian loft in Guruu. They resisted the 
butchers, and they suffered tha worse for 
it," 


The expulsion and removal of the Ar- 


menians fiom Constantinople^ and from 
the villayots continue by wholesale. All 
tho Armenian monasteries in the vicinity 
of Erzinfrcn have been pillaged. The mas- 
sacre there occurred after the Armenians 
had been disarmed aud Zekki Pasha had 
faithfully promised to protect them. 


At the village of Pesuau, neorErzingen, 


the Kurds and Turks attacked a crowd, of 
Armenians who had taken refuge in an 
Armenian church, and killed 40 of them. 


Altogether, 400 wero killed and 800 .were 


wounded in the Erzingem disaster.

hustled off to 


prison without having accomplished any 
harm to the sultan's person. 


The Sivas Massacrea. 


Authentic details havo now been re- 


ceived of the Sivas massacres. They show 
that tho slaughter began on Nov. 12 and 
continued for a week following. It is 
known that 1200 Armenians and 10 Turks 
wore killed before there was a cessation of 
the bloody work. The manner of the out- 
break is described as follows: 


Suddenly, at noon, as if by a precon- 


certed signal, the Turkish soldiers and'po- 
lice, the Circassians and even the laborers 
and Moslem women and children rushed 
into the market under tho command of 
officers. 
All were armed, tho laborers 


with tools or clubs or anything that could 
bo used as an offensive weapon that came 
to hand. 


They attacked and looted the Armenian 


shops, and pursued with relentless ferocity 
tho unfommate occupants, who seemed 
helpless with surprise at the suddenness 
of tho onslaught. Many merchants and 
clerks were 
killed 
and 
their bodies 


stripped. As the importing business was 
almost exclusively in the hands of the 
Armenians, financial disaster must over- 
take Sivas when the fury of tha storm of 
blood and greed has subsided.
